Tears rijjo mar slim allows were pre- 


pared from the root_of the ninrphmal- 
lovr. which secretes a kind of mucilage 
like common gum arable. Today, how- 
ever, gum arable 1ms taken Its place, 
ao that the name marshmaltow Is a 
misnomer. 
Marshinallows have been 


made at home for a grent many years, 
but there are few trustworthy rules in 
thu popular cook books. The rule given 
herewith Is the result of years of ex- 
perimenting with failures 
until suc- 


ctss \\as reached. Only the purest anJ 
best yum arable can be used In making 
this confection; therefore, buy It at a 
first class druggist's, whose name Is a 
guarantee forhls goods. 


The marshmaDows made according 


lo the following rule are delicious, es- 
pecially when loaatcd over a roaring 
lop flre on dull winter evenings: Put 
three ounces of the best gum arable In 
a FmaH bowl and pour over It one cup 
or water. TiCt It soak for 12 or 14 hours 
»r until thoroughly dissolved. 
Then. 


ndrt one and one-fourth cups of sugar 
(or half a pound) to the melted gum 
arable, uml stir the mixture In a long 
handled saucepan over the fire «nlU It 
1" of a soft "gluey'1 consistency. Try It 
by dropping a little In a cttp of cold 
water. 1C the bit of syrup, when rolled1 
in the fingers, forms a soft ball that is 
neither stiff nor sticky, it is ready for 
the second cooking. 


While boiling the syrup be very care- 


ful r.ol lo let It burn. To prevent this 
tip the pan !t Is cooking In to one aid?, 
holding the long handle firmly, or lift 
tht pan every now and then about an 
inch above the fire and do not slop 
stirring It for an instant, or It will 
purely turn.

HOME-MADE MARSHMAL.LOWS. 


Tears ago niarshmallows were pre- 


pared from the root of the marshmal- 
low, which secretes a. kind of mucilage 
like common gum arable. Today,' how- 
ever, gum arable has taken its place, 
so that the name marshmaltow is a 
misnomer. 
Marshmallowa have been 


made at home for a great many years, 
but there are few trustworthy ruloa In 
the popular cook books. The rule given 
herewith Is the result, of years at ex- 
perimenting with failures until suc- 
cess wns reached. Only the purest and 
best gum arable can be used In making 
this confection; therefore, buy It at a 
rtrat class druggist's, whose name Is a 
suarantee for Ms goods. 
The marshmallows made according 


to the following rule are delicious, es- ] 
pectally when toasted over a roaring 
log fire on dull winter evenings: Put 
three ounces of the best gum arable In 
A small bov.'l and pour over U one cup 
of water. Let It soak for 12 or 14 hours 
ur until thoroughly dissolved. 
Then 


add one and one-fourth cupa of sugar 
(or half a pound) to the melted gum 
arable, and stir the mixture in a long 
handled saucepan over the fire until It 
IB of a soft "gluey" consistency. Try H 
by dropping a little In a cup of cold 
water. It the bit ot syrup, when rolled 
in the fingers, forms a soft ball that Is 
neither stilt nor sticky, It Is ready for 
the second cooking. 


While boiling the syrup be very care- 


lul not to let it burn. To prevent this 
tip the pan It is cooking III to one sld?, 
holding the Ions handle firmly, or lift 
the pan every now and then about an 
inch above the flre and do not stop 
stirring :t for an Instant, or it will
